When the 
United States wanted to build a 
canal across the Isthmus of Pan- 
ama the locality was a sovereign 
state of the Republic of Colombia 
—and Colombia wouldn't deal with 
us. Promptly there was a mysteri- 
ous revolution, in 1903, Panama 
became 
a separate 
republic — 


j and granted the United States its 
canal rights. 


But there the similarity to Rus- 


sian methods ends. In the first 
place no one was killed in the 
revolution. 
And, in the second 


place, after much criticism in the 
American free press the United 
States years later (under President 
Woodrow Wilson) decided that some 
of its agents wore responsible for

Republic of Colombia 25 millions 
dollars' indemnity as a voluntary 
peace offering.

Paris, Dec. 29 —(XP)—The United 


Nations ordered Israeli troops to- 
day to retire from the Negcv des- 
ert of southern Palestine. The se- 
curity council also 
ordered both 


Israel and Egypt to end hostilities 
there. 
The council adopted a British- 


sponsored resolution by eight votes 
with three abstentions. No negative 
ballot was cast. 
The United States abstained on 
all sections of the resolution as it 
was put to vote by 
paragraphs. 


Russia and the Soviet Ukraine ab- 
stained from all sections 
except 


the 
preamble and 
the order to 


cease fire. 


The British resolution, as amend- 


ed by France and Egypt, includes 
an order to both sides to cease fire 
and obey instructions given them 
by the acting mediator, Dr. Ralph 
J. Bunche, in the council's Nov. 4 
truce resolution.

land yesterday for the liberation of 
the Indonesian republic leaders. 


The council's deadline for the re- 


lease of the leaders was adopted 
yesterday in a resolution proposed 
by China. 


The council ordered a cease fire 


Christinas eve, but the Dutch had 
failed up to today to give any as- 
surance that the order would be 
obeyed. It was thought the Dutch 
wanted to have their "police 
ac- 


tion" against the republic virtually 
completed before agreeing to end 
the fighting in Java and Sumatra. 


Van Roycn had asked yesterday

Bad Weather

The mercury will be in the upper 


20's in Little Rock early Thursday 
morning, the bureau said. 
Low 


temperatures near 22 are expected 
in north Arkansas and 34 degrees 
in extreme south portions. 


Heavy rains came Tuesday night 


as a prelude to the cold spell. Pre- 
cipitation measured 1.42 inches at 
Bradford; 1.00 inches at Clarendon; 
1.04 at Little Rock; 1.00 at Bough- 
ton; .99 inches at Pine Bluff, and 
.85 inches at Camden. 
There's no indication of snow in 


Arkansas "for at least the next two 
days," the weatherman 
reported. 


Thursdoy will be "fair and contin- 
ued cold."

May Be Made 
Legal Again 


Washington, Dec. 29 — (/pi —Peo-

Here's how the union shop differs 
from the closed shop: 


A closed shop contract prevents 
the employer from hiring a! worker 
who isn't a member of the'!'union. 
A union shop contract permits the 
employer to hire any worker he 
nloases, but the worker must then 
join the union or get fired. Under 
either contract, if a worker quits 
the union the employer has to fire 
him.
